This is fSriim t^'^&Decision on Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(a), dated February 20, 
2002, from LeonaJd , Smith, PCT Legal Examiner, and Anthony Smith, Attorney- Advisor. 

The ©edision states that applicant has not satisfied "(2) factual proof that the missing 
joint inventor refuses tomecute the application or cannot be reached after diligent effort." 
The Decision ftarther inquires first, whether the registered letter(s) were returned as 
undeliverable and second, whether the letter(s) were received by Mr. Jalali or by someone at 
the last known address.
